The total number of cases of com- 
iunicable disease reported was 120, of 
which seven were from outside the city. 
Jt will be noted that the minor or less 
dangerous affections still make up more 
than half of the total, Kspecially grati- 
fying is the entire absence of typhotd | 
fever, of which no cases have been re- 
ported during the month. 

The freedom from typhold or other 
{nlestinal disease of our citizens, who 
use exclusively the public water sup- 
ply, should be an assurance that the 
criticisms which are frequently made 

to the city water being dangerous 
to health are absolutely without foun- 
dation, It is true that during the per- 
iod of maximum turbidity in June as 
« result of the unprecedented and ex- 
cessively wet weather, the limited ca- 
pacity of our filtration plant at present 


was not equal to the task of keeping 

* water clear, and justified the com- 
plaints made Insofar as the taste and 
uppearance of the water was concern- 
ed, but at no time was the health of 
the Community: jeopardised, The ad- 
ditiong now being made to the filtra- 
tion system will, hoWever, in.a short 
time it is expected, provide a margin 
of safety sufficient to guarantee a wa- 
ter supply above reproach throughout 
ihe whole year, even under the most 
difficult and udverse conditions. The 
difficulty in June was due not only to 
the large amount of sediment in the 
bwollen river, but to the presence of a 
veeetable coloring matter, which dur- 


ing the first rise of the water after the 
epring months, Is derived from the 
tributaries of the Saskatchewan river 
in its upper reaches. To ayoid this 
it would be necessary to obtain our 
over water supply over 100 miles to

With all the means of corruption and bribery at hand, 
with unscrupulous organizations paid for by the people of 
Canada through the dominion government and by the people 
of Manitoba through that provincial government out-doing 
themselves in a brazen attempt to defeat the will of the people. 
with all the facilities of two notoriously corrupt and inefficient 
governments at their back, Roblin and his gang practically 
failed to steam-roll themselves back into power for another 
four years in Manitoba yesterday. 

Even if, with the aid of electioneering constables and de- 
tectives, the Roblin machine manages to get a majority in 
enough constituencies to hold power by a small margin, the 
contest just waged proved a moral victory for the liberals in 
more than the ordinary sense of the term. They won four out 
of six seats in the city of Winnipeg, where at the last dominion 
election the conservative candidate was elected by a majority 
running into several thousands. 

At the recent session of the late Manitoba legislature the 
province was gerrymandered and one of the most notable in- 
stances was in the case of Winnipeg.

Stituency by itself, ‘Realizing the futility if beating Johnson 
if left that way, the government merged it with Center Win- 
nipeg, which contains most of the hotels of Winnipeg. Mr. 
Johnson was, despite all their efforts, elected by a good ma- 
jority, also his running mate, F.-J. Dixon, an independent, 
single-tax liberal. 

In South Winnipeg also two liberals were elected, and in 
North Winnipeg alone, where most of the Winnipeg foreign 
vote is located, were followers of Roblin successful. Reports 
are not yet complete, and it may be that the liberals will yet be 
successtul nominally, as they were actually. It seems that the 
opposition will have a large popular majority in yesterday’s 
contests, while two or three cabinet ministers are in doubt and 
at least one defeated. 

It is difficult to say what effect yesterday’s staggering 
blow will have on the dominion conservative party. Some 
shrewd observers of politics believe that it will mean the shelv- 
ing of the expected dominion election for another year, and

that the government in the meantime will rely on some more 
favorable circumstances to turn up before hazarding an ap- 
peal to the voters, 

Manitoba has always been considered one of the most 
reliable barometers of dominion politics. Its central location, 
dividing the east and the west, seems to be reflected in political 
conditions, Indeed, it was the school question raised in that 
province that practically put Laurier in power in 1896, after 18 
years of conservative rule at Ottawa, The school question 
undoubtedly did more than anything else to change tory into 
erit seats in the provincial election yesterday; and, in fact, 
should Roblin stay in power, that question is liable to be again 
thrust into the swirl of dominion politics, when Col, Sam 
Hughes and his band of Orangemen will have another chance 
to fight hand in hand with the nationalists of Quebec. 

Although Hon. Robert Rogers has been carrying on his 
duties as minister of elections during the Manitoba campaign 
and doing his utmost to get his friend Roblin back into power, 
it is a safe bet that more than one of the dominion conserva- 
tive ministers are wishing that he were defeated, so that they 
will not have another fight on the school question. Should |

THE WORKINGMAN. 

The June issue of the Labor Gazette, containing under 
the authority of the Minister of Labor illuminative articles 
on the cost of living and conditions of unemployment in Can- 
ada, should be carefully studied by Hon. W, T. White, who is 
in charge of the government’s fiscal policy. 

The department’s index number, showing the average 
wholesale prices of the 272 commodities entering into the cost 
of living, is given as 136.2 for the month of May. For the} 
month of May last year, it was 135.4. There were some slight 
reductions during the month on dairy products which are, of 
course, abundant at this season of the year. Fuel and furs were 
also lower. But a lower level on these two commodities for 
the summer months will hardly bring much relief to the aver- 
age man whose buying power has been greatly restricted by 
the trade depression of the past year, or to the thousands who 
are now out of employment in practically every city in Canada. | 

The department’s analysis of the cost of living during | 
1913 shows that the average weekly expenditure for the ordin- 
ary workingman’s family, in order to meet the bare cost of 
living, was $14.024.. In 1912, it was $13.788, and in 1911, | 
it was $13.002. Since the Laurier Government went out of 
power in 1911, on a policy which made for a reduction in the 
cost of living, there has been an increase of at least $1.00 per 
week in the workingmants budget of necessary expenses. | 
Since 1910, there has been an increase of practically 10 per} 
cent. in the cost of living. The trend is still upwards. | 

Compared with this increase in Canada, there has been, | 
during recent months, a marked decrease in free-trade Britain | 


and in the United States where tariff revision downwards is! 
now producing its logical effect. The index number, showing) 
the cost of living in the United States, fell to 8.6224 for last | 
May, as compared with 9.1394 for May of last year. In Great | 
Britain it is down to 117.5 as compared with 12 


last year. In the United States, there has been a reduction 


during the year of about five per cent. In Great Britain, there 
bas been a reduction of nearly four per cent. In Canada, alone, | 
has there been an increase. And in Canada, alone, has the | 
tariff restrictions both on consumers and on producers been | 
increased.

That {8 to say, the soft ehell crab 
is easy to prepare. 

So it behooves every cook to take 
advantage of the season for this dell- 
cacy and fortify herself . beforehand 
with many recipes for its preparation, 

To prepare soft shell crabs, first 
wash them thoroughly. 

Be careful, in your thoroughness, not 
to break them unnecessarily,

If one {8 #80 wise or is able to pre- 
serve her own fruit, and keeps it in the 
cellar, as was always done in our 
grandmother®’ day, and if boxes of 
wafers are kept in the house all the 
time, the desserts will require almost 
no consideration.
